Nixon told reporters during his 
appearance in the White House 
press room — during which he did 
not submit to questions—that if 
cooperation 
among 
Americans 
continues, the nation will be able to 
deal with the energy crisis. These

Minister Edward Heath said today 
the government was putting British 
industry on a three^lay work week 
in a bid to save dwindling fuel stocks 
in Britain’s gravest economic crisis 
since the depression of the 1930s 
He spoke after Britain announced 
its worst two-month trade deficit in 
history and as British newspapers 
were 
speaking 
of 
a 
national 
disaster’’ because of an oil and 
energy crisis. 
Heath 
told 
Parliament 
that 
industry will be allowed to use 
electric power for a total of only five 
days between Dec. 17 and Dec. 31— 
thé traditional Christmas holiday 
period. 
After that, he said, industrial and 
commercial plants will be limited to 
three days of electric power each 
week 
Heath 
said plants which use 
electricity for continuous processes 
will be restricted to 65 per cent of 
their normal electric consumption. 
He announced that Britain s two 
national television networks will 
close down nightly at 10.30 p m. to 
save electricity instead of the usual 
12 30 a m closedown. 
He appealed to Britons to use 
electricity for space heating in only 
one room in each home. 
“ Unless we can save electricity 
and all fuels in every aspect of our 
daily lives,’’ Heath said, “ we shall 
have 
to 
impose 
yet 
further 
restrictions on business. " 
“ 1 must warn that if we fail to 
achieve the necessary savings in 
electricity consumption, frequent 
periods of electricity disconnection 
will become unavoidable," he said. 
Heath said there will be no 
gasoline rationing before Jan. 1 but 
it can be introduced “ at short 
notice’’ if necessary

Shotgun blasts today riddled a 
number of trucks in Ohio whose 
drivers chose to ignore a call for a 
nation-wide trucking shutdown. The 
drivers escaped injury. 
At least seven trucks came under 
fire as they rolled along Ohio 
highways. 
Bottles and rocks were thrown at 
more than a dozen other truckers 
who continued to operate rigs in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania during the 
first few hours of the scheduled 
work stoppage. Several windshields 
were smashed, and at least one 
person 
suffered 
minor 
injuries, 
police said 
Some truckers told police they 
were forced off the road by men in 
cars. Others said they were flagged 
off the road 
The 
two-day 
“ parkin 
by 
dissident independent truckers was 
called to protest high diesel fuel 
prices and low speed limits—the 
same complaints that caused many 
truck drivers to block highways in at 
least a dozen states last week. 


“ Seven trucks were fired upon on 
Interstate 76 
in 
Mahoning and 
Trumbull County,” said a highway 
patrol spokesman in Canfield, Ohio, 
near Youngstown. “ All seven were 
hit, but there were no injuries. The 
shots were fired into the rig.”

Saxbe says will not resign 


WASHINGTON

- Sen. 
William B. Saxbe says he will force 
President Nixon to fire him as 
attorney general rather than resign 
if any attempt is made to remove 
Watergate Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski from office. 


With Jaworski by his side, Saxbe 
told 
the 
Senate 
Ju d iciary 
Committee that he will fight for the 
special 
prosecutor’s 
“ right 
to 
proceed as he sees fit" in the 


Watergate investigation and will 
“ resist” any White House pressure 
to curtail the ongoing probe. 
Jaworski assured the committee 
that he has been given “ complete 
independence” in his work, and both 
men 
pledged 
to 
pursue 
the 
investigation even if it leads directly 
to President Nixon. 


“ The chips are going to have to 
fall where they may, no matter 
who’s involved,” Saxbe, an Ohio 


Republican, declared 
at 
his 
confirmation hearing. 
Acting Attorney General Robert 
Bork was scheduled to testify today 
in

clarify the 
agreement 
under 
which 
a 
“ consensus” of eight congressional 
leaders would be needed to restrict 
Jaworski’s jurisdiction. 
Chairman James O. Eastland said 
he thought Saxbe s nomination could

Bill 
Keith, 
recreation leader, 
immediately retorted, “ I want this 
in the minutes. I think we are for the 
kids and we will work with the 
coaches on a waiting list so that all 
kids can play (basketball). ” 
The no-waiting list policy of the 
Recreation Department’s Pee Wee 
and Junior Basketball League was 
the 
main 
objection 
raised 
by 
Valencia. He had requested Keith to 
appear at the meeting because of 
complaints he has received from 
parents of boys not able to get on a 
basketball team after the draft 
ended last month. 


This policy is set down in league 
rule No. 
19 which reads, “ No 
players shall be added to a team 
after the draft has taken place. All 
participants must sign up by the 
deadline.” 


Keith explained there had once 
been a basketball waiting list; 
however, rule 19 was made when 
coaches learned to take advantage 
of it by encouraging less talented 
boys to drop out of their teams and 
recruiting better players when the 
priority list of names had been 
depletéd.

Experts file report 
on blank tape

Electronics experts reported today 
they 
believe 
the 
lamp 
and 
typewriter in the office of President 
Nixon’s secretary could not have 
caused the hum on a tape recording 
of a Nixon conversation with H. R. 
Haldeman 
The experts said there were 
“ some 
indications” 
Rose Mary 
Woods could have erased some of 
the conversation by pushing a wrong 
button on a tape recorder or that her 
tape recorder could have caused the 
hum on its own. 


They also indicated they did not 
think it would be possible to restore 
the missing conversation, which 
took place three days after the 
Watergate breakin. 


The experts gave a preliminary 
report to Judge John J. Sirica on 
their examination of the tape of a 
June 20, 1972, meeting, which now 
has an 18 V\ minute hum in place of a 
conversation. 
The experts said they concluded 
that electrical equipment in the 
office of Miss Woods, 
Nixon’s 


personal secretary, would not have 
caused the hum. 


Sirica was handed a preliminary 
report 
based 
on 
tests by 
six 
technicians of the tape. They said 
they would need more time—until 
the first of the year—to complete 
their tests. 


Sirica had hoped that the experts 
could 
determine 
whether 
the 
conversation could somehow be 
restored, 
whether 
Miss 
Woods 
accidentally caused any or all of the 
gap either because of the close 
proximity of electrical equipment or 
by improper use of the recorder on 
which she was playing it, or whether 
the gap could have been a result of 
deliberate tampering 


The technicians said the entire 
conversation 
—which 
Haldeman 
said pertained to Watergate —“ is 
probably not retrievable.” 


The report made public by Sirica, 
dealt chiefly with whether the high 
intensity 
lamp 
or 
electric 
typewriter could have caused the 
hum. They said neither was “ the 
likely cause.” 
Food talks to move 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Food 
industry and union officials spent 
the day preparing to shift their 
complex 
supermarket 
talks 
to 
Washington, D.C., Friday at the 
suggestion of a federal mediator 
who thought it might speed an end to 
the 10-day strike. 


The move to Washington to settle 
the massive market strike-lockout 
was proposed in a telegram to both 
sides by William Ussery, chief of the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service. 
“ The 
critical 
nature of 
this 
dispute,” Ussery wrote, “ requires 
that all parties concerned should be 


prepared 
to 
exhaust 
every 
conceivable effort at the bargaining 
table until a mutually satisfactory 
agreement can be worked out.” 
The talks involve four unions 
under the umbrella of the Food and 
Drug Council, while the 61 Southern 
California 
supermarket 
chains 
being picketed are presented by the 
Food Employers Council. 
Most Southern California markets 
have 
remained 
open— 
though 
groceries on the shelves are less 
plentiful than at the start of the Dec. 
3 week. 
Some 23,000 workers from four 
unions are either on strike or are 
locked out by market management.

President Nixon unwise to deduct $576,000? 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Hep Wilbur D 
Mills, D-Ark , chairman of the House- 
Senate com m ittee which will examine 
President Nixon's tax returns, says he 
thinks Nixon was unwise to deduct $576.000 
for the gift of his vice presidential papers 
to the nation 


“ I think that any public official who files 
a tax return has to be holier than thou," 
Mills said. “ Very frankly, had I been the 
President’s attorney I would have advised 
him not to take the deduction " 
Mills talked to reporters after the Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue Taxation 


— composed of the senior five members of 
the Senate Finance Committee and the 
senior five members of Mills Ways and 
Means Committee decided to go beyond 
Nixon's request and conduct an unlimited 
inquiry into Nixon’s federal tax payments 
of 1969-72. The President had asked in a 
Dec. 8 letter for a ruling only on two tax 
procedures 
which 
saved 
him 
about 
$300,000. 
In other developments: 
—A spokesman said Sen. 
Hubert H 
Humphrey, D-Minn., had been giving his 
papers to the Minnesota Historical Society 
ever since he was mayor of Minneapolis 


and had taken tax deductions for their 
appraised value. The spokesman said a 
detailed statement on Humphrey's tax 
treatment 
of 
the 
papers 
would 
be 
forthcoming in a day or two. 


—Special Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski said Nixon's tax records had been 
delivered to him “ for the purpose of our 
going into it—and of course we will 


- Members of Congress two tax-writing 
com m ittees said no pressures had been 
exerted by either Nixon or former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B Johnson in deciding when 


to make effective the tax law change which 
denied public figures the right to deduct 
the value of their papers. The Senate voted 
on a Jan. 1, 1969, cutoff but the date was 
changed to July 25, 1969-a change that 
benefited Nixon and presumably helped 
Johnson too. 


-M ills said the disclosure that Nixon 
paid taxes on more than $1.1 million 
income at the rate of less than 7 per cent 
did not convince him that tax reform is 
necessary.

Siminski spoke against the motion by saying a rule, which 
has been in effect for four years, should not be changed in 
the middle of a season. 
Keith finally conceded to establish a waiting list, 
indicating he thought he could work around the coaches 
mis-use of it. 
Valencia also questioned the basketball leagues’ practice 
of charging kids a $3.50 registration fee and team s being 
“filled” unevenly with 11 and 12 players. He also told of 
a need for a fourth grader division in the league, citing that 
fourth graders don’t play often enough because they are so 
much sm aller than the fifth and sixth graders in the Pee 
Wee division. 
In other actions, the com mission referred the proposed 
street tree planting specifications (drafted about two years 
ago by park and recreation com m issioners and the 
community development office) and m aster street tree 
plan (drafted recently by the beautification com m ission) to 
a com m ittee for study and recommendations. It will be 
headed by Akronowitz. 
During a lengthy talk, certain com m issioners and park 
and recreation director Jack Anderson voiced changes they 
feel that should be made. The com m ittee will make a 
report on Jan. 9, the com m ission’s next regular meeting. 
The com m ission passed three motions: to let the Costa 
De Oro Power Squadron use the adminstration room for 
free boat safety classes each Tuesday evening, from Jan 8 
to April 2; to let the Lompoc Valley Boy’s Club use the city 
hall auditorium every Saturday in January, 9 a.m. to 1 
p.m., for its youth wrestling program ;.tq recommend to 
city council that 200 myro porum plants be purchased to 
build a hedge along the west side of Ryonf Park. 
Costing $1 each, the plants would be stocked in the city 
nursery until stem and transplanted som etim e next year. 
Anderson mentioned that because of a 10 per cent energy 
cutback by PG&E the lights in the city tennis and 
basketball courts are now turned off at 9 p.m. instead of the 
regular 10:30 p.m. He added that next year it is possible 
that all night recreation department activities will be 
canceled because of the energy shortage. 
This morning Bill Ruffner of the city lighting department 
said Lompoc is responding to a state and federal order 
requesting public and com m ercial utilities to voluntarily 
cutback 10 per cent of their normal usage.

City Administrator Gene Wählers said yesterday that the 
Lompoc city government is encouraging residents to keep 
their electric Christmas decorations in their crates to help 
the city achieve a 10 per cent cut in power consumption 
requested by utilities and state and federal government 
agencies. 
Wählers added that the energy crisis will keep this city’s 
electric Christmas light pole decorations turned off through 
the entire holiday season 
“ The city encourages residents to abide by the request of 
the president to conserve electrical energy and not put up 
Christmas lighting around the outside of their homes or 
other lighted Christmas displays,” the administrator said 
In addition to the city council direction not to illuminate 
the new street pole decorations, co-financed by the city and 
the Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce, Wählers said 
that the chamber has limited this year’s holiday decoration 
contest and awards to only non-lighted displays. 
The request bv Pacific Gas and Electric Co. (P G & E ) and 
the California Public Utilities Commission for a voluntary 
10 per cent city-wide electricity usage cut, Wählers said, 
was joined yesterday by an identical Federal Power

LOS AN GELES (U P I) - 
If the state goes ahead with 
plans to force installation of 
new antismog devices on 
1966-70 model cars, it will

Supporters and foes alike 
agreed at a State Senate 
Transportation Committee

One would think that with all the 
expertise gathered in the thousands of 
employes of the federal government and 
the oil industry some sound reasoning 
would result in relationship to the so- 
called energy crisis. 
Presently we have state, county, large 
and small city governments almost in a 
panic situation over the crisis. Drastic 
proposals are being suggested by all 
entities that threaten wholesale economic 
chaos. 
Our own city 
appears to be 
preparing us for a drastic change of living 
if voluntary programs do not work out — 
such changes as a four-day work week for 
city employes and the limitation of private 
business operations in the community. We 
may even face rolling blackouts in sections 
of the city. 
But now we hear from President Nixon s 
chief economic adviser, Herbert Stein. 
Mr. Stein now informs the country that we 
may be somewhat better off in energy than 
predicted.

“In the last few days there has been 
some information suggesting that the 
shortage may be smaller than we have 
thought,” Mr. Stein says as he goes back to 
the drawing board for revisions of the 
estim ates.

“But Dr. Jones, 
Academy 
doesn’t 
against minority students. We had a 
black student here way back in the 
thirties, and we’ve got at this 
moment one Japanese, two Chinese, 
and someone from Tierra del Fuego, 
in addition to four black students. ’ ’ 
“That 
doesn’t 
matter, 
Mr. 
Stanton. It’s true that in the initial 
communication, 
back 
in 
1950, 
Internal Revenue said that it would

“Well, Mr. Stanton, we run a lot of 
school advertising, and no school 
that has advertised with us ever gets 
into 
trouble 
with 
the 
Internal 
Revenue people, so why don’t you 
just be reasonable?” 
“Dr.” Jones, it usually turns out, 
isn’t, of course, a doctor of anything 
save 
possibly 
extortion. 
The 
National Ethnic Daily News is a 
boiler-plate opertion, that sets up 
only the ads it sells through these 
devices. And the techniques vary. 
Sometimes 
a 
business 
firm, 
s e n s i t i v e 
a b o u t 
m i n o r i t y 
employment, just gets a bill from a 
fictitious newspaper or magazine. 
Sometimes the bill says: 
“For 
repeat of last year’s ad,” for the 
benefit 
of 
inertial 
advertising 
directors. One company receiving 
such a notice hadn’t existed the year 
before

Tom Wolfe wrote a wonderful

The 
snake-oil salesmen quite naturally

I do not greatly mind the 
Dr. Joneses of this world: they are 
routine extortionists. 
Internal Revenue, by contrast, is 
not at all routine. The notion that a

On with impeachment 


It is the thesis of this article that 
impeachment isn’t all that bad, and 
that we had better get a man at the 
helm, quick, whom we can trust. 
The reason is that a world wide 
economic storm is rising, we think, 
that 
will 
require 
unity 
and 
sacrifices. 
No President has ever yet. been 
ousted, though we came within one 
vote of it with Andrew Johnson in 
1868 
But the Founding Fathers 
wrote the impeachment procedure 
into the Constitution as an escape 
hatch, to meet emergencies very 
much 
like 
the 
present 
one. 
President Nixon seems no longer 
struggling for rehabilitation but for 
survival. He’s subject to ridicule all 
over the country and it’s a cruel 
business. 
It’s argued 
that 
impeachment 
proceedings would take a long time. 
Andrew Johnson’s took only two- 
and-a-half months. Would they stop 
all other business? John Hopkins’ 
political 
scientists 
Rourke 
and 
Crenson say that more bills were 
introduced when impeachment was 
being considered for Johnson than 
during the preceding session. 
Another 
objection 
is 
that 
impeachment would interfere with 
normal course of government. It 
certainly would in some degree, but 
probably hardly more than does 
Watergate itself. Suppose the Senate 
got 
an 
impeachment-indictment 
from the House and failed to get the 
two-thirds necessary to convict; 
wouldn’t 
that 
leave 
a 
crippled 
President? Perhaps, though we fear 
Mr. 
Nixon is crippled to some 
degree already. In Johnson’s case 
anyway the trial didn’t ruin him; he 
continued quietly in office for nine 
months and had a slight return of 
popularity. Seven years later he was 
back in the Senate. As a final 
supposition, suppose impeachment 
works and Jerry Ford takes over, 
brand new, inexperienced, groping, 
isn’t that bad? The answer is that a 
great wave of sympathy normally 
engulfs new Presidents, for a while 
at least. Whether Mr. Ford could 
inspire and retain popular trust we 
don’t know. But there would be a 
preliminary period of blessed unity, 
at least. 
Some knowledgable people here 
say that there’s one more big 
Watergate shocker still to come. 
Rumors fly everywhere. We don’t 
know. 
The 
public 
is 
in 
a 
scapegoating 
mood 
over 
fuel 
shortages, inflation and political 
scandals, and Mr. Nixon is apt to be 
blamed 
for 
anything, 
fairly 
or 
unfairly, 
even 
a 
cold 
wave. 
Republicans 
are 
desperate 
and 
campaign funds have dried up. 
There’s one other point, too; the 
Fathers included impeachment for a 
purpose. James Madison said he 
expected it to be used. George 
Mason, said, “ No point is of more 
importance than that the right of 
impeachment be continued.” It was 
a counterweight to a fixed term, to 
remind the President that he wasn’t 
an elected 
king. 
He 
was 
still 
answerable for what happened — 
the 
plumbers, 
wiretapping 
and 
b u rg la ry , 
s e c r e t 
bombing. 
Professors Rourke and Crenson say, 
“If we become totally unwilling to 
use 
this 
remedy, 
we 
lose 
an 
essential element in the system of 
error-correcting mechanisms the 
framers built into the Constitution.” 
We rather guess that if the House 
backs away from an investigation 
now, however, the device will be 
dropped for good. 
We haven’t always felt this way. It 
seemed to us that in spite of the 
Ervin hearings the President would 
somehow 
struggle 
out 
of 
the 
sandpit. But everytime he started 
his wheels spun. There were the 
sweetheart loans from rich friends; 


the government refurbishments at 
San Clemente and Key Biscayne, 
the 1800 income tax on a $200,000 
income; 
an “Operation Candor" 
that only mystified more We didn’t 
think the public would ever consider 
impeachment. 
Well, 
we 
were 
mistaken. 
Our immediate concern, though, 
is to see if the executive office will 
brace itself for the economic shocks 
ahead We think the crisis goes far 
beyond the United States and affects 
the rich top fifth of the world’s 
countries, Europe, North America 
and Japan. These countries are all 
caught 
in 
the 
m idst 
of 
an 
inflationary boom and now their 
industrial 
lifeblood 
— 
imported 
Middle Eastern oil is restricted. 
Nothing quite like this has been 
seen. It could produce a severe 
capitalistic slump. 
Take 
the 
U n ite d 
S ta te s . 
Economics here is in the hands of 
laissez faire zealots. Officials gave 
us the Russian grain deal, the meat 
shortage, the disastrous Phase 3 of 
economic 
controls. 
Corporate 
profits, even discounting inflation, 


are soaring, but the real earnings of 
the average married worker with 
three dependents, declined 3.3 per 
cent in the last 12 months according 
to official figures. That amounts to 
around $110 a year. It’s a lot of lost 
purchasing power when multiplied 
by 30 million workers. Meanwhile 
the well-to-do see the stock market 
plunge 20 per cent in two months, 
wiping out perhaps $150 billion in 
paper values. That’s a lot of money, 
too. And last Sautrday at the filling 
station we watched them doling out 
premium gas, at raised prices, in 
restricted amounts. We drove home 
thoughtfully husbanding gasoline. 
Some of the big auto plants are 
closing. That affects glass, and 
rubber, and steel. It could be a 
brutal year. 
Can Mr. Nixon’s new economic 
team handle this? The crisis may go 
on and on, and it could be world­ 
wide. Rarely has America had such 
need for strong leadership to bring 
confidence and unity. We doubt if 
President Nixon has that authority 
any longer, if he ever had it. Mr. 
Ford? We don’t know

Anyway, 
Griffith was a good administrator. I 
always thought at the time that he 
had a remarkable command of the 
English 
language, 
and 
always 
seemed 
well-prepared 
for 
the 
planning commission meetings. 
One amusing incident comes to 
mind. 
While he was guiding a 
planning 
com m ission 
meeting 
through the shoals of municipal 
planning on one occasion, he was 
interrupted with a note relayed to 
him from his wife. Had to do with 
getting a quart of milk on his way 
home or something. 
In the early days of his service 
here, also, everyone, especially the 
girls had a little fun, mis-identifying 
him as Dustin Hoffman, the movie 
star. 
Griffith was tops in my book in 
terms of communication. I never 
remember asking a question that he 
didn’t come up with an answer. He 
didn’t always know what I wanted to 
know, but he did his best, willingly 
and as speedily as he could. 
I also have a soft spot for Longtin. 
He plays handball for example; 
occasionally 
he 
surprised 
his 
onlookers by riding a bicycle from 
his home on Oxford Drive to the city 
hall. Longtin is also a chess player 
and could be a good one if he had the 
time to devote to the sport. 
But I think it was in his official 


capacity that I’ll remember him 
most. His skill in writing reports has 
become legion. He did a fine one, I 
recall on the history of water 
questions in the area; another on the 
fu nctions 
of 
the 
planning 
commission and others. 
But I think the ruling he made in 
terms of the people’s right to know 
will be remembered longest. The 
document he compiled on the right 
of 
the 
news 
media 
to 
public 
documents has circulated all over 
the county since he produced it 
about a year ago. That happened 
after I mentioned it in a talk I gave 
in Santa Barbara on freedom of 
information questions. 
It always seemed to me that he 
laid out the principles of freedom of 
information so there couldn’t be any 
mistake about the obligation of 
government to open its collective 
doors to public scrutiny.

The county treasurer said
